While Conductor Telephones 


for Time 


KANSAS CITY SPECIAL 


DITCHED NEAR HARNEY 


In a head-on collision between extra 
passenger train No. 20 and an oast- 
bound freight at Harney, Nev., near 
Carlin, 
late 
yesterday 
afternoon, 


twenty passengers were injured, the 
engines were demolishea and 
the 
track was torn up for a distance o£ 
100 feet. Tho baggage car and smok- 
er of the Kansas City train left the 
rails and toppled into the ditch; the 
cars of. the forepart of the freight 
train were telescoped. 


The wreck was caused by the stop- 
ping of the watch of Engineer Frank 
Carson of tho freight tram. Conduct- 
or A. Bullis of the freight left his 
train standing on the mam line while 
he went to the telegraph wires to call 
up the dispatcher at Carlin by long 
distance railroad 
telephone. Carson 


stayed on the engine, but he did not 
notice that the passenger's time to 
arrive had come. 


While Bullis was using the tele- 


phone. the Kansas Citj train, run- 
ning fifty miles an hour to make up 
time, approached and collided. Con- 
ductor E. A. Becker was in charge of 
the passenger train. The claims agent 
who was on the train reported the- 
wreck and the wrecker was sent out 
from Carlin. 


Superintendent Rowlands at Sparks 
stated late in the evening that definite 
information concerning the magnitude 
of the wreck was unobtainable, 
al- 
though the reports showed that 
no 


fatalities occurred. He said the 
in- 
juries to the passengers would not 
prove fatal. 
One brakeman sustained 
a broken ankle, according to Row- 
lands. 
The passenger train was the tri- 


weekly from 
Missouri 
river points 


which is sent west with the tourist 
travel. The train carried several hun- 
dred souls. 
The freight train was 


running east on passenger time. Con- 
ductor Bullis was supposed to get his 
train in the side track at Harney, six- 
teen miles west of Carlin, and wait 
for the passage of No. 20. 


When Bullis went to ask for more 
time, Engineer Carson looked at 
his 


watch, and he still had time to make 
the switch before the arrival of the 
passenger — but the watch was stopped 
and the engineer was horrified a few 
seconds later to see the passenger 
train speeding towards him. 
Carson applied the power in an at- 
tempt to get the freight train off the 
main line, but before he could do so 
the collision came. 
Up to an early hour this morning 


the names of the injured could not be 
procured at the offices of the Southern 
Pacific at Sparks. 


SACRAMENTO, Dec 22—Fifty pas- 
sengers were injured this afternoon 
in a head-on collision between a spec- 
ial passenger train and a freight train 
near Palisade, Nevada. The passenger 
train was several hours late and was 
speeding along to make up time when 
the wreck occurred. 
The wrecked passenger train was 


due in this city at 12:50 o'clock today 
and the accident happened at 3 o'clock 
in the afternoon. 
The latest report 


from Palisade which is eight miles 
from the place the wreck occurred, 
Is that both trains were ditched and 
the engines totally demolished. Most 
of the passengers who were injured 
were in the smoker and the first day 
coach. 
Five of the coaches on the 
passenger train left tho rails and the 
track was torn up for a hundred fef-t. 
Pallsado Is on the Salt Lake division 


of the Southern Pacific. 
From the little that could be gath- 
ered from the disconnected reports 
that came over the wires' it is thought 
that the wreck occurred 'vhile 
the 


freight, train was taking a siding to 
let the passenger train pass. The sig- 
nals were misunderstood and the two 
trains came together with a crash 
which threw almost all the cars from 
the rails.

in the year 1876. He attended the pub- 
lic schools of the city and later sup- 
plemented this with a course at the 
University of Nevada, at which insti- 
tution he remained until 1895. Leav- 
ing his native state in that year he 
removed to California, where in the 
offices of Graves & Graves, San Luis 
Obispo, he read law for a number of 
years and was admitted to practice 
before the Supreme Court of Califor- 
nia in the year 1902, in the City of 
Los Angeles. He immediately com- 
menced to practice in that city, and 
continued until returning to Reno in 
1903. Forming a partnership with W. 
B. Craig, the new law firm met with 
gratifying success and was continued 
until Mr. Craig's election to the office 
of District Attorney. In May, 1905, Mr. 
Stoddard was elected City Attorney, 
and marked efficiency has been shown 
in the performance of his duties in 
that office. Since his incumbency, Mr.
